This was 
only one of several ways In which it is 
believed the customs service can be 
improved with advantage to German 
exporters. 
Baron von Sternburg sent a long re 
port of the conference to his govern­ 
ment and it is expected an answer will 
be forthcoming within a few’ days. 
Regardless of any arrangement that 
may_ be made in the meantime the old 
treaty between the two countries can­ 
not be continued. 
But Germany is de­ 
sirous. provided that sufficient modifi­ 
cations of customs regulations can be 
assured here, of granting, so far as 
practicable, tile same concessions to 
American commerce that are granted 
to those countries with whom she has 
reciprocity treaties, at least until the 
Washington government has further 
opportunity to impress upon congress 
the necessity of a reciprocity treaty 
with Germany.

Washington, Feb. IG.— The ‘ morn­ 
ing bour" prevailed in the house (lur 
lug tho day until after 5 o’clock. 
Tho 
net result was the passage of a Hill to 
increase to $30,0 hi a year the federal 
appropriation to each stale and terri­ 
tory for tho support of agricultural ex­ 
periment stations; and a bill repealing 
the present 
law granting 
American 
r<* Liter to foreign ships wrecked and 
repaired on the American coast in the 
discretion of tile secretary of tile de­ 
partment of commerce and labor and 
requiring a special act of congress to 
grant such register. 
The feature of tho day was the at­ 
tern! t of Mr. Payne, chairman of the 
ways and means committee, to get up 
his bill 
for the consolidation 
of cus­ 
toms collection districts. 
A furious opposition developed and 
by a roll call a larg# majority voted

London, Feb. IG.— Tile correspond­ 
ent at Shanghai of the Standard tele­ 
graphs as follows: 
“ News has reached here of another 
attack 
on a foreign 
mission at Nan­ 
king, province of Nganhwei, on the left 
bank of the 
Yangtsekiang river. 
No 
loss of life is reported. 
‘‘Yesterday an attempt was made by 
a trusted Chinese servant to murder 
the secretary of the French municipal 
council while he was asleep. 
The at­ 
tempt was frustrated and the assailant 
was arrested. 
“ Many of tile great provincial vice­ 
roys are displaying 
a marked anti­ 
foreign attitude, 
which 
they would 
hardly dare so openly assume unless 
they thought 
that Peking 
approved 
their conduct. 
In the foreign settle­ 
ments of treaty ports efforts are being 
made quietly 
to recover 
privileges 
granted to foreigners. 
“ In some quarters Japan is believed 
to view the possibility of armed in­ 
tervention 
being 
necessary 
with 
equanimity, since it would provide her 
with occasion to obtain from O lin a 
what she failed to exact from Russia. 
“ In Shanghai two additional com­ 
panies of volunteers are being raised. 
It is reported that the municipal coun­ 
cil favors strengthening the Sikh po­ 
lice force by 500 men. 
Unfortunately 
it is at this juncture that it has been 
decided to reduce the British China 
squadron.”

Germany M ay Extend Favored T reat­ 
ment to the United States. 


Berlin, 
Feb. IG.— The 
government 
will go before the the reichstag within 
three or four days with a proposal to 
give the United States the same treat­ 
ment under the new tariff, winch be­ 
comes 
operative March 
I, as 
that 
given to countries 
with whom Ger­ 
many lias arranged reciprocal trade 
I reg I ie s. 
The precise 
terms of tile 
government's bill will 
depend some­ 
what 
on the 
result of 
negotiations 
which mo still continuing at W ashing­ 
ton l et ween Ambassador 
Speck von 
t'.ternburg and the state department 
to modifications 
in tile American 
system of invoicing and valuing, some 
features of which are considered by 
German exporters as vexatious and un 
just. 
The German government’s pro 
posal to give the United States tills 
favored treatment is only for a fixed 
period, probably a year, so as to afford 
time to conclude more permanent ar­ 
rangements 


Washington, Feb. IG.— Agreement to 
oote oil a railroad rate bill during the 
Ja y in the senate committee on inter­ 
state commerce is an issue that neith­ 
er faction on the question of judicial 
review of orders of the interstate com­ 
merce commission seems inclined to 
force. 
Neither knows the strength ol 
the other. 
Unquestionably the* Demo­ 
cratic members of the committee are 
the balance of power. 
Neither of the 
Republican factions has issued a for­ 
mal statement but the Democrats in 
an authorized statement from Senator 
Bailey have made 
it clear that “ an 
adequate Dill" must be reported or the 
minority will have a measure of its 
own. 
Iii this statement, howev r, it 
is admitted that the Democrats are di­ 
vided on the question 
of judicial re 
view. 
The members of the commit­ 
tee insisting upon an amendment to 
the house bill -Senators Elkins, Ald 
rich, Foraker, Koan 
and Crane 
do 
not believe the amendment providing 
for any change iii the court features 
of the Dill can be voted upon during 
the day. 
Senators Dolliver and (’lapp, 
tile champions of the house Dill in its 
present form, are not disposed to in­ 
sist upon a vote. 
They desire to have

vote is post­ 
poned, as seems likely, Senator Cul­ 
lom may return to Washington.

The pu >lic may bo interested in the 
recently discovered 
water supply at 
•Spring Hay, w hich has been in vestig at­ 
ed in part by 
tho water com pany and 
w hich now looks the most feasible solo 
tion of the supply question w hether tho 
plant is owned 
by the city or a fra n ­ 
chise. 
W h ile investing the chances for 
running a pipe lino from Lako G ilb re t 
last summ er or early fall an engineer 
discovered num erous springs com ing in ­ 
to tho river from under the hills on the 
north. 
There is a natural pond or bay 
there, and w hile investigating the possi 


b ility of a reservoir for settling 
river 
water if desired, it was found 
th at this 
little pondjwas fed by springs. 
F u rth e r 
examination showed much water com ­ 
ing from under the hill. 
Test pits were 
sunk and then d rive points used. 
F o u r 
two inch points were put down and a 
center point w hich was left unconnect­ 
ed. 
A steam 
pump was put 
in anti 
pumped to the fu ll capacity of tho in ­ 
take points, 250,000 gallons a day, w ith ­ 
out lowering tho 
water in 
tho center 


point. 
T h is would indicate a p ractical 
ly unfailing supply of water. 
T h e 
quality of tho 
water is said 
to be line 
and the water is always cold and ( lear. 
T his property 
is a part of tho 
lots 
owned by a syndicate and Mr. T ig h e is 
said to have agreed on the purchase of 
tho property of the syndicate 
w ith the 
reservation that he is to turn it over to 
the city at the price paid, should the 
city desire it for a water supply. 
Before locating a permanent pum ping 
plant, it is said th at the water com pany 
proposes, if it gets a franchise to put in 
a pumping 
plant and 
put down 
large 
paints and 
test for about two m illion 
gallons per day. 
It is also proposetl to 
lay a 12 inch m ain to the river, so that 
in case of a disastrous contlagration re 
quiring the use of tiro pressure for a 
large number of hours and the use of 
several m illions of gallons in m uch less 


than normal tim e, the river water could 
be turned 
into the pumps. 
A n other 
plan that was suggested, was to exca­ 


vate a part of the little lake and m ake a 
large cement reservoir, perfectly dark, 
in which 
w ater can be kept pure for a 
reserve to d raw upon. 


It is also stated that the contract for 
the land provides that the tract, 
w hich 
runs clear over to G ilb ert lake anil con­ 
tains some handsome trees, bo kept in 
its natural state, the trees left standing 
and the place made into a sort of natur 


a1 park.
